They 
have heatd not a word from the Senator as to 
hie desires in the prémises, nor have they 
formulated . plans of action looking to 
the advancement of his interests. Somethmg 
will develop in the course of a ‘week or ten 


2 days. It is known, however, that the Senator 


has had Presidential aspirations ever since he 
entered politics. At present he owes too much 
to the administration to warrant his breaking 
away from Harrison without some reasonable 
showing of success. 

It is intim that New York interests, 
particularly t on Wall street, are’ very 
friendly to the Senator and have promised to 
carry the State for him in ease he be nomi- 
nated for the Presidency. Now, Sherman can 
get the Ohio delegation, every vote in it. He 
can get it only on terms, And the terms will 
be the elevation of Foraker to the Senate and 
a representation in local Federal patronage to 
the Cox element in Hamilton County politics. 
This is the only way John Sherman can ever 
secure the support of the Ohio delegation in

Do Not Like MoKinley.

versant with the fact of the existing ill- feeling. 
McKinley knows it, and any chances. be may 
have had for a Presidential nominatzon are 
seriously crippled by Cox’s opposition. The 
Foraker people do not expect te be asked to 
support Mr. Sherman, but will do so if re- 
quested as against any candidate other than 
Mr. Blaine. From thirty to thirty-five of the 
Ohio delegates are for Blaine, first, last, and 
all the time. Sherman can get them as 
against Mr. Harrison, or McKinley, or any 
other body, Blaine excepted. Maj. McKin- 
ley has afew friends among the delegates, 
several of whom are appointees’ of his. 
Charlie Foster has three or four, but Sherman 
will get them all if he wants thein. 

According to a mam who came in from 
South Carolina this morning the administra- 
tion has succeeded ‘n carrying the delegation 
from that State by asmall majority. The 
Southern States, where the Republican vute 
in State elections and for members of Con- 
gress is light, seem to be electing Har- 
rison delegates to the Minneapolis conven- 
tion. 

South Carolina is one of these, and the man 
above referred to gave Tuas Tarn corre- 
spondent a list of the delegates from South 
Carolina, with their postoffice addresses and 
some interesting data. 

The delegation. numbers eighteen, four of 
these are delegates-at-large, and fourteen 
come from the Congressional! districts. There 
are eight white men m the delegation and ten 
colored men. Eleven of the delegates are 
for Mr. Harrison and every one of the eleven 
holds an office under the Federal Administra- 
tion. Two white men and five colored men 
are opposed to the President's renomination.

KANSAS TOWN WRECKED BY A CYCLONE. 


Augusta Visited by a Tornade and Rain- 
storm. 

I— A tor 
nado struck the Town of Augusta, ten miles 
from the storm-wrecked Village of Towanda, 
in Butler County, at 6 o’clock this evening.

GOVERNMENT NEED NOT PAY COSTS, 


Colt of Boston Decides the im- 
porters’ Appeal, 

Bostoy, Mass., May 13.—The important 
point whether in the importers’ cases the 
United States can be taxed for costs has been 
settled by the opinion of Judge Colt of the 
United States Circuit Court. sustains the 
principle raised by the District Attorney that 
while the appeal comes up frem the collector 
in all such cases, the United States itself is the 
party to the suit and therefore interest and 
| costs cannot run under the Customs Adminis- 
tration act. Judge Colt’s opinion in the case 
at issue is: 

Whatever may be the practice under former 
statutes | am now of the opinion that under the 
act of June 10, 1890, no interest nor costs can be 
recovered against the United States because the 
suit is in substance brought against the United 
States, and the act contains no provision for 
such payment. The items of interes} end 
may therefore be stricken from the jadgmeat in- 
the present case. 

This means the saving of a good many 
thousands of dollars to the United States.

THE VICTORIA SEAL-POACHER® SCHEME. 

Under the terms of the treaty recently rati- 
fied by the United States ana Great Britain 
relating to the Bering Sea seal fisheries, as 
well as by the agreement of last year, it is 
agreed by the two governments as a condition 
of the modus vivendi that the arbitrators in 
the event of adecwion adverse to the United 
States shall. assess the damages which the 
prohibition of sealing shall have inflicted 
on “British sealers (Canadian poachers) 
during the pendency of arbitration; and in 
the event of a decision adverse to Great 
Britain shal) assess the damages which the 
limitation of slaughter should, during the 
pendency of arbitration, have inflicted on the 
United States or its lessees. 

Acting upon these conditional stipulations 
the gang of poachers, known as the British 
Columbia Sealers’ Association, already is en- 
gaged in cooking up facts and figures to suit a 
goheme for the institution of exorbitant 
olaiins for damages and for the defrauding of 
the people of this country in case the decision 
of the arbitrators is adverse to our claim. 
A correspondent of the San Francisco Chron- 
ticle who has been spying into their operations 
ut Victoria has sounded a note of warning 
which should put the American authorities 
on the alert. This correspondent says: 

Some fifty-one sealing schooners cleared tor the 


Bering Sea during the season of 1891. The coast 
catch during the migratory journey of the fur 


| seals to the rookeries was said to be above the 


average, if not in the number of pelts in point of 
cash value obtained for them in Victoria. A ma- 
jority of the schooners were warned before enter- 
ing the sea and subsequently returned to Victoria. 
Some few evaded the warning, and, entering the 
sea, succeeded beyond expectation. Notwith- 
standing this the Briti-h Treasury Commissioners 
are confronted with demands amounting in the 
aggregate to some half million dollars. The basis 
of these claims is said to be the tonnage and the 
number of canoes and hunters engaged for the 
voyage and the number of pelts, averaged from 
the number secured by the successful schooners, 
during the season, the price being the highest 
prevailing in Victoria during the same period— 
$20 a skin. 

The absurdity of this exaggerated claim is 
shown in many ways. In the early days o 
poaching industry (1882-’83), wher 3 were 
only thirteen vessels in the mpruerous business, 
instead of a fleet of ten times that number and 
the sea was swarming with seals instead of 
with a wretched harried remnant, the average 
catch per schooner was 1,000 skins. Again, 
the present prices of fur seal pelts in London 
are about the same as they were in those 
years, while the figures paid for pelts in Vic- 
toria are nearly three times those of that pe- 
riod owing to the competition of foreign deal- 
ers, and yet the exorbitant demands of the 
poachers are bused on these inflated prices. 
It is also conclusively shown that if the claims 


white or Indian, there is no just foundation 
for them inasmuch as neither class of hunters 
has any claim on the owners beyond the sum 
agreed upon for pelts secured. In this case 
therefore the whole amount would go into the 
owners’ pockets. The absurdity of a basis for 
indemuifloation on demurrage per ton meas- 
urement is thus exposed by the same cor- 
respondent: 

Tie greater number of the schooners engaged 
in the sealing business sailing from the port of 


Victoria were built on the Atlantic seaboard of 
the Dominion and | brought around the Horn. 
The cost of construction per ton in Nova Scotia 
or New Brunswick is from $35 to $40 per ton. Yet 
the public is given to understand that a schooner 
of from sixty to seventy tons measurement costs 
in Victoria from $10,000 to $12,000, and when fitted 
with boats, arms, Ste, for a sealing voyage 
‘stands the owner in a sum but little under $15,000. 
These figures aré quoted as given in the city 
press. The real facts are these: The schooner is 
purchased on the Atlantic at from $2,500 to $3,000, 
loaded with a cargo of salt, salt beef, pork, and 
general ship’s stores. The hands, being promised 
high wages during the hunting voyage, are en- 
gaged for the voyage at from $25 to $30 a man, 
and the Captain at from $250 to $300. By dispos- 
ing of the cargo, either in part or in whole, at 
Sand Point, in the Straits of Magellan or Vic- 
toria, a remunerativé profit on the freight is 
secured to the owner, Thusthe vessel pays her 


for shipping on the basis of $130 per ton as cost 
of construction is, to say the least, a little too 
much to expect any reasonabis being to swallow. 
Certainly, deprived of the sealing business, these 
vessels now sailing from Victoria will, if they do 
not, as threatened, go under the German or 
Italian flag, remain idle unless they are put toa 
use more permanent, useful, and beneficial to thé 
country. 

The sealing fleet of Victoria was increased 
one-half this last winter and will claim in- 
demnification, although it can claim no prior 
vested interest in the business. As a sample 
of the covetousness of this gang of poachers, 
it is stated that one schooner which during 
last season’s cruise had only one canoe and 
one Indian -hunter aboard has filed a claim 
fog $15,000. Under such circumstances it is 
little wonder that every schooner on the At- 
lantic seaboard which could get to Victoria on 
time has gone there to claim compensation for 
losses in a thieving business in which it was 
not even engaged. Adventurers, thieves, and 
plunderers have poured in there expecting to 
reap a rich harvest. In case of a decision 
against us, the plunder will be obtained at our 
expense unless the British Treasury Commis- 
sioners compel the poachers to abate their 
claims to a reasonable extent or the govern- 
ment is prepared to frustrate the covetous 
conspiracy of the poaching gang. This coun- 
try will not endure with patience another Hal- 
ifax game on the part of the Canadians. 


THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL AND THE CITY. 

The Supreme Court of this State has de- 
livered its judgment in the controversy 
between the city and the Illinois Central. 
The former began condemnation proceedings 
to open a number of Hyde Park streete 
across the right of way of the latter. The 
road denied that the city possessed the power, 
and said that if it wished to provide a means 
of crossing the tracks on the streets in ques- 
tion it should repeal its ordinances which 
contemplated crossing at grade and build 
viaducts at its own expense. The railroad 
appeared to be willing to allow the city to do 
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done to better advantage? It is true that if it 
should refuse to accept it it cannot be forced 
to raise ite tracks in time for the Exposition, 
but it would have to ultimately, and it, might 
be a more expensive operation than now. It 
is understood that it the road does the work 
now it will receive a contribution of $100,000 
from the South Side Street railway company, 
and will get about twice as much from the 
World's Fair, which will be benefited by the 
mprovement. But it the railroad does not 
build now and is forced to do so hereafter it 
will get no help from.any one. 


It may be that the present ordinance aa 


amended by the committee is a little hard on 
the road in one or two respects, If so the 
latter can probably get some modifications if 
it explains the matter to the Conncil and says 
that it will go on with the work if slight 
changes are made: But if it goes off and

But the 
indictment charges Fell at once returned a 
rebate of five cents on each 100 pounds, not to 
the firm direct, but to an “agent” of theirs 
named R. A. Fay.

The will covered 
sixty-six closely-written pages of legal cap, 
and the six codicils attached cover many more 
pages. The'whole comprises more than 15,000 
words. The will was drawn, up Jan. 12, 1882. 

The will is modified by six codlieils, the last 
of which was made just before Mr. Astor 
sailed for Europe, A provision of one of 
these codicils that will impress the public 
mind gives to children of Mrs. Coleman 
Drayton an amount equal to that given to

Why Don't the Farmers Out West ant 
| Sugar Corn? . 1 
Thomas D. Baird in Southern Cultigator: Th 
is a vegetable that most farmers neglect. ‘Some 
think it too mach trouble to have so many 
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fundamen difference between them is that 
agriculture is a productive and railway busi- 
ness a distributing. agency. This fact alone is 
enough to show the absurdity of applying the 
same principles to both. But there is a 
farther and more important difference. Rail- 
ways are public ways, and when no com- 

ing lines exist between two points they are 
of the nature of monopolies unless under 
State restriction of some kind. No such sup- 
position can be entertained for a moment 
with respect to farming or manufacture. 
Hence, for the author to appeal to principles 
regulating the ordinury productive trades is a 
palpable petitio pringipii. Such principles 
may be sound for other trades, but it does not 
follow that they apply to railways unless it is 
previousiy shown there is no esseatial dif- 
ference between the two forms of business. 
This the author does not uadertake to do, coa- 
tenting bimself with a. bare assertion of an 
undemonstrated proposition. 

In the matter of discriminative rates the 
author is equally in error. He does not seem 
to comprehend the nature of a railroad, or to 
perceive the danger of allowing a railroad to 
exercise its powers uacontrolled. He denies 
the State’s right to interfere with any dis- 
criminations which a railway corporation 
chooses to adopt. He would allow railways 
to fix whatever charges they please for long 
hauls and short hauls, He maintains that 
their interest is the same as that of the com- 
munity, and that circumstances will and must 
fix the rates they charge. He does not think 
it possibie that they should do any injustice to 
a community. Mr. Kirkman does nut adduce

views. He simply says, “Railroads canno 
if they would, maintain an inequitable | 
tariff.” This is not ment, it is simply 
assertion. Every ene who has learned the 
alphabet of this question knows that railways 
have been ex y unjust wherever com- 
petition or the law did not restrict their 
powers. If this were the proper place for it 
we could give the author instances of this in- 
justice by the hundred, and almost any book 
on the subject refers to such caves by the thou- 
sand. Our accusation can be sustained with- 
out denying the legitimacy of charging more 
for a short haul than a long haul. It depends 
upon the umountiof discrimination and the 
arbitrary powers exercised in working it. 
When confronted with facts. substantiating 
such charges the author answers the argument 
by exclaiming: But how absurd! How un- 
true! Our commercial morals are equal to 
the highest. in the world.” Such a reply is a 
palpable evasion of the issue, The author 
ought, of course, fo cite the facts which would 
establish the justice of these discriminations, 
But bis manner of argument convinces us 
that such an obligation would overtax his 
knowledge of the subject.

A good illustration of the author's entire 
misapprehension of the question is his view of 
the principle which determines railway rates. 
He says that they are fixed by what a thing 
will bear. This may be true where the rail- 
ways are allowed to do as they please. But it 
does not prove the justice of the charges. The 
error of thé author is in supposing that the 
principle regulating prices in the same locality 
should apply to rates between different locali- 
ties where the railways have a monopoly of 
the business.
